JUDGE’S ANTI-NAZI WORDS 


Hull Disavows Responsibility for New York 
Inéident — American Sailor Gets Four 
Weeks for Insulting Hitler. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 14. — The 
United States Government ex- 
pressed its official regret today for 
the language used by Magistrate 
Louis B. Brodsky of New York con- 
cerning the German Nazi Swastika 
flag, but disclaimed responsibility 
for it. 

Secretary of State Hull extended 


|this Government’s regret orally to 


Dr. Rudolf Leitner, Charge d’Af- 
faires of the German Embassy, who 
was summoned to the State Depart- 
ment for that purpose. 

Judge Brodsky’s statement, made 
in freeing five alleged Communists 
charged with tearing a Swastika 
flag from the liner Bremen and 
throwing it into the bay on July 26, 
was: 

“. « ». to these defendants... 
the prominent display of this 
(Swastika) emblem even carried 
with it the same sinister implica- 
tion as a pirate ship sailing defiant- 
ly into the harbor of a nation, one 
of whose ships it had just scut- 
es 

“Although in this country,” Hull 
said, “the right of freedom of 
speech is well recognized by our 
fundamental law, it is to be re- 
gretted that an official having no 
responsibility for maintaining rela- 
tions between the United States and 
other countries, should, regardless 
of what he may personally think of 
the laws and policies of other gov- 
ernments, thus indulge in expres- 
sions offensive to another Govern- 
ment with which we have official 
relations. 


“The Department is constrained 
to feel that the Magistrate, in re- 
stating contentions of the defend- 
ants in the case and in commenting 
upon the incident, unfortunately so 
worded his opinion as to give the 
reasonable and definite impression 
that he was going out of his way 
adversely to criticise the German 
Government, which criticism was 
not a relevant or legitimate part of 
his judicial decision.” 


American Gets Four Weeks for In- 
sult to Name of Hitler. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

HAMBURG, Germany, Sept. 14.— 
A German Judge who touched on 
the Bremen-Brodsky Nazi flag inci- 
dent in New York sentenced Wil- 
liam Francis Gill, 25 years old, of 
Boston, a member of the crew of 
the United States liner Manhattan, 
to four weeks in jail today on a 
charge of insulting the name of 
Reichsfuehrer Hitler. 

In pronouncing’ sentence the 
Judge touched briefly on the deci- 
sion of Louis Brodsky, New York 
Magistrate, who freed six defend- 
ants accused of rioting aboard the 
German liner Bremen in New York 
harbor. 

Germany, said the Judge, must 
insist that foreigners respect Ger- 
man laws. 

Another American sailor, Law- 
rence B. Simpson, is spending his 
eleventh week in a “summer camp” 
near Hamburg while German au- 
thorities investigate alleged activ- 
ities of a Communist propaganda

GREEK PRESIDENT POSTPONES 
DECISION ON RESIGNATION 


Won’t Make Up Mind Until After 
Plebiscite on Restoration 
of Throne.

A mild iittle man, smaller than 
the former convict on trial, but 0 


other respects bearing a. remark- 
able resemblance to him, De more re- 
Jated the circumstances under which 
he confessed killing the policeman 
who was fatally wounded the niglt 
of April 29, 1934, as he pursued a 
man who had attempted to rob a 
street-car motorman near Fourth 
street and Delmar boulevard. 


Repeats Previous Statement. 


De More, who was pardoned af- 
ter the arrest of Couch, repeated 
his statement made at that time 
when he repudiated his confession, 
stating that he had feared to stand 
trial because of the possibility fe 
might receive a death sentence. By 
pleading guilty and accepting life 
imprisonment, he _ testified, he 
thought the real killer might be 
found and he would be freed. 

The defense made much of Pa- 
trolman Siko’s identification of De 
|More before his death, while the 
State countered by calling attention 
to the similarity in the appearance 
of Couch and De More. A blood- 
stained suit, found in De More’s 
room had been soiled when he had 
been struck over the head by a Ne- 
gro a week before’ the policeman 
was killed, De More testified, and 
City Hospital records were intro- 
duced to show he had been treated 
there. 

Questioned by Louis E. Miller of 
defense counsel as to how he had 
' been able to give police a detailed 
| statement of the shooting in dictat- 
‘ing a confession, De More replied 
that he had attended an inquest 
(and had obtained the information 
‘from testimony there. 

Couch’s defense consisted of an 
alibi that he was at the home of 
his sister, Mrs. Arthur Witter, then 
residing at 3513 Cass avenue, at the 
time the policeman was shot. 


Couch Tries Hat On. 


When a gray hat, found on the 
roof of a shed at the rear of 118 
Delmar boulevard, was handed to 
Couch by Assistant Circuit Attor- 
ney William B. Flynn, with the re- 
quest that he try it on, Couch 
charged that its size had been al- 
tered. He was unable, however, to 
point out any broken threads in 
the sweat band when requested to 
do so. The hat appeared to fit. 


discharged cartridges, five of which 
were identified by a firearms ex- 
pert as having been ejected from 
the service revolver of Patrolman 
Siko. Couch’s arrest followed the 
finding of the policeman’s revolver 
in a grip at the home of his sister.

Accused at January Hearing. 


The last three were accused by 
witnesses in Huey Long’s murder 
plot hearing in January of attempt- 
ing several times to assassinate 
Long. Parker, who was a deputy 
sheriff in East Baton Rouge parish 
until Long ousted him, following 
the murder plot expose, — 
O'Rourke, a worker at the Stan 
Oil Co., who resigned his job fol- 
lowing the hearing, were charged 
with attempting to shoot Long 
‘from the capitol grounds with a 
high-powered rifle, of following him 
to a fishing camp one night to kill 
him, and of plotting with Odom 
and others to blow up his automo- 
bile between Baton Rouge and New 
Orleans. The accusations were a 
part of testimony of Sidney Songy, 
former Government investigator, 
and Red Davis, who had worked 
with Parker as a fellow deputy. 

Songy said he had attended con- 
ferences arranging for the dynamit- 
ing of the car, and Davis said he 
had been offered $20,000 to accom- 
pany Parker to the Capitol and the 
fishing camp to kill Long. 

Both O’Rourke and Parker hold 
high salaried positions with the 
Federal Emergency Relief Admin- 
‘istration in Baton Rouge. Parker is 
personnel director and O’Rourke his 
assistant. 

Says Meeting Was Too Large. 


Odom pointed out that it was 
“absurd” to suppose that a murder 
would be plotted at a gathering as 
large as the meeting with the New 
Deal Congressmen. The gathering 
in New Orleans was held in several 
rooms throughout a week, he said. 

“Tf I were going to plan to kill a 
man, I would confide my plans only 
to a person I.was very sure of,” he 
joked. 

He stated that wherever a group 
of twos and three gathered in Lou- 
isiana, the killing of Long was dis- 
cussed.

WHITE FACE MOUNTAIN, N. 
Y., Sept. 14.—Atop this mountain, 
President Roosevelt today dedicat- 
ed the highway leading to it to the 
World War veterans and recalled 
the words of President Wilson that 
“It can be done,” 

He said he hoped the CCC could 
be continued as a national policy 
in spite of probable curtailment. 

He referred to the forst army as 
a “dream come true,” a dream that 
provoked laughter and merriment 
when he first mentioned it. 

Roosevelt said the work of the 
CCC was three-fold, to preserve the 
forests, wild life and humanity. 

He took another rap at the 
“doubting Thomases” and asserted 
the highway would outlast “any 
structure of brick and mortar.” 
The President stopped for lunch 
on the return at the toll house 
where the dollar is collected from 
those traveling the route. This goes 
to help pay for the road.

The President, when UWovernor of 
New York, signed the bill authoriz- 
ing construction of the highway up 
one of the highest peaks in the 
Adirondacks as a memorial to the 
State’s war dead. 

A searchlight was placed on fop 
of the mountain to carry the Presi- 
dent’s voice over a beam of ligh:

At Lake Placid airport, seven miles 
way, a mechanism was stationed to 
receive the ray and convert the 
President’s words into sound. 

Overhead flew Albert Leowolf in 
the plane in which he discovered 
from the air a man setting fire to 
forests. Leowolf followed this man 
by air and called a forest ranger. 
He obtained a conviction. 

Symbolic of this, a fire was set 
at one side of the field before the 
President. The two fire depart- 
ments came in with sirens screech- 
ing to put out the blaze. 

Representative Snell, Republican 
leader of the House, greeted the 
President on the platform.

BY LONG APPLAUSE 


Says His Delegation Will 


Pass Judgment in Italian- 
Ethiopian Dispute With 
‘‘Impartiality and Also 
Courage.”

GENEVA, Sept. 14.—Maxim Lit- 
vinoff, Foreign Commissar of the 
Soviet Union, told the Assembly of 
the League of Nations today that 
his country would support the 
League Covenant in the Italian- 
Ethiopian dispute. 


In quick succession spokesmen 
for Portugal, Canada, the Little En- 
tente; the Balkan Entente, and the 
Baltic States added their pledges 


to remain faithful to the League — 


pact. 
The Little Entente includes Ru- 
mania, Yugoslavia and Czecho- 


Slovakia. States included in the Bal- 
kan Entente are Greece, Bulgaria, 
Turkey, Yugoslavia and Rumania. 
The Baltic States include Latvia, 
Finland, Estonia, Lithuania and 
Poland. 

Great Britain, France, the Neth- 
erlands, Belgium and Sweden have 
already said they would stand by 
the Covenant. 


Litvinoff’s Speech. 

Litvinoff said: “Permit me toe 
assure you, ladies and gentlemen, 
that the state I represent will be 
second to none in the loyal dis- 
charge of its assumed international 
obligation, especially in the noble 
task of securing to all nations the 
blessings of peace which mankind 
never valued nor appreciated so 
much as it does now after its rela- 
tively recent ordeals. No more of 
such ordeals.” 

Litvinoff, speaking in English, 
was lengthily applauded. 

Litvinoff, leader of the Soviet 
delegation in the League, said that 
if all efforts at conciliation failed 
and the Italian-Ethiopian question 
came before the Council or Assem- 
bly again, his delegation would pass 
its judgment with “impartiality and 
also with courage.” 

This impartiality and courage, 
Litvinoff said, “will not be shaken 
by intimidation by the way of 
abuses and attacks in the press or 
by any other method.” 

“IT think I defined in the Council 
session,” he said, “the attitude and 
principle of the Soviet Government 
toward a conflict of this kind with 
the utmost clearness. For the 
Soviet delegation there is no ques- 
tion of siding with one party or 
the other in the conflict or defend- 
ing anyone’s interests.” 

Attacks Bilateral Pacts. 

He said, moreover, that the 
“Covenant is not enough” and cre 
ated a sensation by saying that cer- 
tain bilateral non-aggression pacts 
actually were designed “for security 
and aggression.” 

The Poles and Germans who 
heard his address interpreted this 
remark as an attack on the Ger- 
man-Polish treaty of non-aggression, 

Litvinoff said that, while Russia’s 
non-aggression pacts with its neigh- 
bors included a special clause for 
suspending the pact if aggression 
were committed by one of the par 
ties against a third State, there 
were other pacts which contained 
no such clause. 

He said that under such pacts a 
signatory “obtained the facility for 
attacking with impunity any third 
State.” 

“No wonder advocates of such 
pacts stand also for the localization 
of war,” he added. 

Fortunately, he said, the theory 
of “security and aggression on othe 
ers” is common to only a few coune 
tries and “stigmatizes them before 
the whole world as probable dis 
turbers of the peace.” : 

“As you know,” he continued, “the 
Soviet Government in principle is 
opposed to the system of 
a policy of spheres of influence an@ 
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I know that my retirement will 
make no difference in itg cardinal 
principles; that it will always fight 
for progress and reform, never tol- 
erate injustice or corruption, always 
fight demagogues of all parties, 
never belong to any party, always 
oppose privileged classes and public 
plunderers, never lack sympathy 
with the poor, always remain de- 
voted to the public welfare; never 
be satisfied with merely printing 
news; always he drastically inde- 
pendent; never be afraid to attack 
wrong, whether by predatory plu- 
tocracy or predatory poverty.

At the 
basis of world unrest are economic causes 
and not such pusillanimous reasons as re 
arming and new-born Prussianism, as 
Ferrero states in his article. 

And now we come to the fact that Fer- 
rero, the great liberal, has a sneakinz 
admiration for Prussianism and has ai 
lowed this attitude to carry him so far 
that it has falsified his values. I have 
reference to the assertion that the core of 
Germany’s pre-war glory was due to the 
military and the Junkers, and that the 
really great men of the Empire, its scien- 
tists, philosophers and composers, mereiy 
circled about this caste.

A WISE POSTPONEMENT. 
Ordinarily the constitution of a professional or- 
ganization is a concern almost solely of its own mem- 
bership. The general public takes little, if any, 
interest in it, for the reason that it has little ap- 
parent stake in its provisions. There are exceptions 
to this general rule, however, and the legal profes- 
sion is such an exception. Because of the vast in- 
fluence which lawyers exert on the lives of men and 
women in all walks of life, the rules which govern 
the practice of law are the proper concern of 
everyone. 
For this reason, the current discussion of the pro- 
posed constitution of the State Bar of Missouri should 
not be confined to the legal profession. The differ- 
ence of opinion among the lawyers of the State as 
to whether a new constitution is desirable should be 
enough in itself to indicate the need for widespread 
public interest in this matter. 
Here is the situation: As a direct result of the 
movement of the St. Louis and Missouri bar asso- 
ciations to clean up the legal profession in this city 
and State, the licensed bar of Missouri has been in- 
tegrated under rules of practice formulated by a 
commission of the Supreme Court and subsequently 
approved by the court itself. These rules provide, in 
order to make disciplinary machinery effective, that 
every practicing lawyer must enroll and pay an an- 
nual fee of $3. 
Notwithstanding this automatic integration, a new 
constitution has been proposed to take the place of 
the present constitution of the Missouri State Bar 
Association, which would thereafter be designated 
simply as the State Bar. This proposed constitution 
would create a circuit bar organization in each of the 
38 State judicial circuits, including St. Louis, and 
provide for the election of one representative from 
each organization as a member of the policy-deter- 
mining general council. Thus, St. Louis would have 
only one representative, although it has 2250 of the 
5500 lawyers in the State. This provision obviously 
is grossly unfair to St. Louis in that it would cre- 
ate a council which would be both unrepresentative 
and incapable of reflecting adequately the St. Louis 
movement to purge the profession. 
With all respect to the opinion of those who feel 
that the new constitution should be adopted, we 
believe the public interest requires due notice of 
the well-reasoned opposition of the St. Louis Bar 
Association. The local organization now has for its 
leader Thomas F. McDonald, whose splendid work 
as chairman of the Grievance Committee in recent 
years constitutes a notable achievement in the his- 
tory of the Missouri bar. Plainly, the stand of 
the St. Louis association against the proposed new 
constitution reflects the determination of Mr. Mc- 
Donald and other members of the local bar who are 
working hard to clean up their profession. 
If the proposed new constitution would sound the 
“death knell” of the usefulness of the 61-year-old 
St. Louis Bar Association, as was stated by William 
R: Gentry, chairman of its special committee ap- 
pointed to consider the constitution, its adoption 
would be a grievous mistake.. The St. Louis Bar As- 
sociation today possesses a splendid record in clean- 
ing up the profession. If the new constitution were 
adopted in its present form, the 1300-odd lawyers in 
St. Louis who are not sufficiently interested in the 
reform program to join the association—some of 
whom have not been permitted to do so—would be 
able to outvote the association in selecting the sole 
representative from St. Louis to the proposed general 
council. 
Moreover, as Mr. Gentry suggests, adoption of the 
constitution in its present form in all probability 
would put a quietus on the efforts to disbar un- 
worthy lawyers and might conceivably end the val- 
uable pells of the St. Louis Bar Association to guide 
the public in the selection of Judges. The wise thing 
is to leave this good work in the control of those 
who are interested in seeing it continue. If they 
are a minority, they are a minority whose public 
services are to be jealously protected. 
In any case, the decision to postpone action on the 
proposed new constitution is well-advised. This will 
allow sufficient time for operation under the Su- 
preme Court rules to determine whether the new con- 
stitution is needed. Experience may bear out the 
contention of those who say that the automatic inte- 
gration under the new rules is all that is necessary. 
At the same time, it will permit those who support 
the new constitution to demonstrate the need for its 
adoption, if such need exists. 
A wrenching controversy under the new rules 
would play directly into the hands of the unsocial 
lawyers. Postponement of the issue is all the wiser 
for the reason that it would not be surprising to find 
the issue itself resolved with the passing of a year.

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RESULTS OF THE DUCK CENSUS. 

The ducks are coming—40,000,000 strong, accord- 
ing to More Game Birds in America, Inc., which is 
conducting the first international wild duck census 
ever taken. By foot, automobile and airplane, in- 
vestigators of this organization have canvassed the 
prairie states and the provinces of Canada as far 
north as Great Slave Lake, near the Arctic Circle, 
and their report is most optimistic. It is, in a phrase, 
that the wild duck is “not going to follow the dodo.” 
The most important factor in what is heralded as 
the greatest migratory flight of wild ducks in six 
years is the breaking of the drouth which tempo- 
rarily destroyed the customary nesting areas of the 
mallard and the pintail. These areas are once again 
under water and are producing the aquatic plants 
upon which ducks thrive. Moreover, airplane flights 
have disclosed hitherto little-known nesting areas, 
comprising thousands of square miles of salt plains 
near Fort Smith, Northwest Territories, where ducks 
have found ideal conditions for breeding. 

The chances are that, for every duck killed by 
sportsmen in the last six years, 25 or more were elim- 
inated by unfavorable conditions for breeding, rest- 
ing and feeding. Therefore, restrictions upon hunt- 
ing are only of minor importance jn preserving the 
wild duck. First of all, there must be water, Next, 
the mayshy areas where ducks have used for thou- 
sands of years and which were unwisely reclaimed 
for agricultural purposes, must be restored to their 
natural state. The second condition is easily with- 
in possibility, and, in fact, is being accomplished by 
the Federal Government. 

Meanwhile, the sportsman, who furnishes the funds 
for the purchase of duck refuges and whose respon- 
sibility for the duck situation during the drouth was 
grossly exaggerated, is hedged about with new and 
onerous regulations. To hunt within the regulations 
this year will not be a sport, but a legal problem. 
It is about time that the nation’s conservation poli- 
cies be shaped along realistic lines, instead of being 
distorted by fanaticism.

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Secretary Wallace on Over-Grazing

ture reports after trip; attributes flood damage and silting of reservoirs to this 
abuse; partly under control in national forests, but destruction goes on elsewhere; 
problem is to regulate use of pasture land by cattle so better grasses will remain.

N July and early August of this year, I 
| visited five of the 10 national forest re- 

gions in the United States. The outstand- 
ing impression in my mind is the universally 
fine esprit de corps. Everywhere the men 
think first, last and all the time about the 
public interest as contrasted with the re- 
gional or private interest. 

The problem which aroused my interest 
most—because it is least solved—is the graz- 
ing problem. It is inseparably linked with 
forest land. Indeed, within the continental 
United States, about 334,000,000 acres—more 
than 50 per cent of all commercial and non- 
commercial forest lands—are grazed by do- 
mestic livestock. And these forested graz- 
ing lands are vital to farmers and their 
livestock in the Central, New England, Mid- 
dle Atlantic and Lake states as well as in 
the South and West. 

Nearly 6,170,000 sheep and 1,484,000 cattle 
grazed in the national forests in 1934. In 
1920, 7,324,700 sheep and 2,120,000 cattle were 
allowed. There was some over-grazing, al- 
though not one-third so bad as on other 
lands. From 1918 to 1933, the number of 
cattle and horses on national forests in 11 
Western states was reduced 38 per cent, and 
the number of sheep 28 per cent. In many 
areas, the numbers should be still further 
reduced. All reductions—on and off the na- 
tional forests--in those same states and 
years, were only 16 per cent and 7 per cent, 


respectively. 
. . . 


No one who has not tra eled in the West 
can realive the terrible damage done by 
over-grazing. On the hills just east of the 
Salt Lake Valley in Utah, I called to mind 
how over-grazing of private land made it 
possible for heavy storms to start a mud 
flow carrying to the valley below boulders 
weighing over 100 tons. In this flow, fertile 
valley soil, houses and even human beings 
were covered up. In other cases, over-graz- 
ing has resulted in the rapid silting up of 
reservoirs, 

In much of the Northern mcuntain area, 
the good grasses have been replaced in con- 
siderable measure by awned brome grass 
(Bromus Tectorum), niggerhead (which is a 
kind of brown-eyed Susan), sage and porcu- 
ping grass. Sage has some real value as 
sheep feed, but is not nearly equal to the 
original grasses. Experimental plots indi- 
cate that moderate grazing is probably a 
good thing, but that excessive grazing is one 
of the great sins against nature. 

Stockmen of the mountains are just be- 
ginning to realize the difference between the 
good and poor grasses. Generally they call 
the good grasses bunch grass. Bunch grass 
may mean any of several wheat grasses, the 
better brome grasses or fescues. Under mod- 
erate grazing, these good species may re- 
place themselves, but if the grazing is heavy, 
they may disappear entirely. In such cases, 
no one knows how practical it is to bring 
them back. In a country where it takes five 
acres to support a sheep or 100 acres to 
support a cow, there is some doubt as to 
how much money can be justifiably spent 
in reseeding unless protection of a valuable 
water shed is involved. 

I never fully realized what a_ splendid 
job of controlled grazing the Forest Service 


has put in practice until I saw the terribly 
abused range land between Bozeman and 
Dillon, Mont. The forest land was appar- 
ently in position to carry safely three times 
as much stock as this land, although orig- 
inally they were of similar character. Under 
the Taylor Grazing Act, the Interior Depart- 
ment hopes to contro] grazing in somewhat 
the same way as the Forest Service has. 


yrasses are just beginning to come into 
their own. Hitherto, they have not had the 
same romantic appeal as trees. Actually, 
however, on a considerable part of national 
forest land they are even more important 
than the trees, partly because of their graz- 
ing value but even more be@ause they can 
prevent erosion, rapid run-off and silting 
up of reservoirs. The American people 
everywhere have sinned terribly against 
their grasses, 

With all their allegiance to the long- 
time public interest, the Forest Service men 
have been amazingly tactful in dealing with 
the local communities. They have engaged 
in a long, slow program of education, and 
as a result, the local people have confidence 
in the Forest Service men. 

False sentimentalists have occasionally ob- 
jected. For example, when elk or deer mul- 
tiply and over-graze, the Forest Service 
people are just as much concerned as when 
there are too many cattle or sheep on the 
range. I call to mind an area in the Olym- 
pic peninsula, where the elk have so cleaned 
up the browse that they are reduced to eat- 
ing hemlock bark and other strange sub- 
stances, the result of which is necrotic stom- 
atitis Though protected from man and 
wild animals, the elk and deer often die 
from diseases incident to starvation as they 
Over-graze the range. In all of this, there 
is a common-sense answer which recognizes 
that elk and deer eat grass and browse, and 
there must be a balance between food and 
population. 

If there is an excess of wild life, it may 
be merciful to have a controlled kill of the 
surplus, or else again, allow reduction by 
nature’s process, through the cougar and 
the wolf.

Boxes will be provided along the entire front of the mezzanine. There are “leaning rails” for the spectators in front of all balcony chairs. The brilliancy of the 
ceiling panels results from the indirect lighting system. Similar lights are in the large central panel, but were not in use when the picture was made. The metal

McAfee’s court last night follow- 
ing his fourth trial on the charge. 

The jury, which took the case 
at 5:40 p. m., was out less than four 
hours, reporting at 9:25 that it had 
reached a verdict. Judge McAfee 


later. Couch,-on hearing the ver- 
dict; regarded the jurors with an 
expression of resentment, and when 
they were polled as to the verdict, | 
he gazed at each one in the same 
sullen manner. He said nothing. 

Three St. Louis detectives wer 
ready, in the event Couch had 
acquitted, to rearrest him in be- 
half of the State of Indiana, to 
serve 15 years remaining of a 25- 
year sentence for robbery in the 
Michigan City prison, He was 
paroled and returned to St. Louis 
shortly before the murder of Siko, 
April 29, 1934. For part of his stay a 
in the Indiana prison, he was the 
cellmate of the late John Dillin- 
ger. 

His attorney, Louis E. Miller, 
said an appeal would be taken, | 
Couch was taken back to jail im- 
mediately after completion of the 
formalities of the verdict. 

Couch’s first trial resulted in a 
verdict of guilty and a life sen- 
tence, but he obtained a new trial 
on the ground of prejudicial state- 
ments by the prosecutor. The sec- 
ond and third trials ended in hung 
juries. 

Fair Punishment Sought. . 

Assistant Circuit Attorney Wil- 
liam B. Flynn, in his closing argu-/ 
ment, asked for a “fair, just and | ,. 
righteous” punishment, but did not 
specify the death penalty. 

Louis de More, who was once 
sentenced to life imprisonment for 
the Sitko murder, and who was par- 
doned when prosecuting authorities 
became convinced he did not com- 
mit the crime, was a witness in 
rebuattal for the State yesterday. | 
At Couch’s three previous trials, 
De More did not appear, and in 
every case Couch’s lawyers de- 
manded the reason for his absence. 

De More is smaller than Couch, 
but resembles him facially. He 
told why, when arrested, he had- 
confessed the murder of the police- 
man, which followed the attempted 
robbery of a street» car motorman 
near Fourth street and Delmar 
boulevard. 

Afraid to Stand Trial. 

De More said that, when arrested. 
he feared to stand trial, because of 
the possibility of a death sentence 
nd thought it better to make a con. 
fession and take life imprisonment, 
as he did. He said he thought the 
real killer would be found, and he 
would be freed. ing: “Ee
